35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent 
therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1 - 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the subject matter of these claims 
has already been allowed in U.S. Patent No. 438692, of which the present application is a reissue 



The Applicant argues that independent claims 1,8, 16, 17 27 and 28 now recite that the 
openings extend partially into the bond pads as opposed to extending through the same. As a 
result, the rejection under 35 USC section 251 should be withdrawn. The Examiner agrees that 
the section 251 rejection should be withdrawn. However, the claims of the reissue application no
